Electricity in the United State*. 


In a serial paper contributed to "The 


Electrical Engineer" (commencing Soptem- 
tem 23), Lieutenant B. A. Fiske, United 
States Navy, starts out with a satement, 
taken from the journal named, that careful 
investigation shows the capital invested in 
the various electrical arts to be no less than 
$1,500,000,000. 


This sum almost staggers belief, but it is 


probably no overestimate. Its very magni- 
tude' indicates the enormous extent to which 
eleciricity now lends its aid to the otlier 
natural forces previously brought under 
hufuau control. One can scarcely enter an 
industrial establishment of any importance, 
a public building, or a private residence 
having1 any pi etence of comfort or luxury, 
withoiit meeting with familiar or unfamiliar 
electric appliances. 


A peculiar feature of this pervasiveness is 


the extent to which electricity has been 
made to contest the field with mechanical 
appliances: but this contest is not confined 
to marine appliances; it is actively waged 
on land. 
One of tho battles apparently won 


by electricity is its successful application to 
the transmission of power in machine shops 
and manufacturing establishments. 
Belts 


and shafting have been replaced by it in 
many large works, and its use for this pur- 
pose is steadily growing in favor. In our 
opinion compressed air, though it found a 
place which it will probably hold among 
methods of power transmission, can never 
be made so universally serviceable and 
practicable as electricity for this purpose.

of electro-magnets. Hand-worked machines 
have moulded their hand cranks, and small 
electric motors have been substituted. Clutch- 
es whose operation formerly required a lever 
aud clulohfork, are now made to engage by 
the pressure of a button or the movement 
of a minute switch. Electric regulation of 
clocks, of throttle valves, and of many other 
appliances is now common. It is impossible 
to see where all this will stop. 
Probably 


electricity will continue to invade fields 
wherein mechanical construction has hither- 
to been wholly relied upon, and other me- 
chanical movements will, in their turn, be 
supplanted.

In company with three friends I undertook

raoii We knew that the fording place wa 
narrow and the water deep, but we ex 
peotcd nothing more serious than to go 
our feet wet by the water coming Into th 
wagon box. 
When about half way across

The wagon wns swept off the ford Into 
deep water. One of my friends, W. S 
Mellon, who wan then general manager o 
the Northern Pacific railroad, swam ashore 
Two others climbed out of tho tail end o. 
the wagon and managed to keep tholr foot- 
Ing in the current until rescued. I at 
tempted the same feat, but I was tho las' 
man to get out, and before I could fine 
any footing the wagon was swept Into 
doep water, overturned, and wagon, horses 
and myself wore soon floundering In the 
current I could not swim, and I gave up 
all hope of saving my life. While under 
tlie water I had a vory clear experience oi 
what psychologists call the double con- 
sciousness. It seemed as if I wero two 
persons—one o physical man, still intelli- 
gent enough to struggle among the horses; 
the other consciousness was entirely serene 
and happy, and looked with admiration 
at tho beautiful color of the water over- 
head, wondered If the body would come 
ashore somewhere down stream and be re- 
covered, and felt qnito delighted at being 
released from partnership with the other 
fellow. How long this lasted I do not 
know. I did not have any of that vivid 
recollection of all tho events of life whioh 
men restored from drowning usually tell 
about. 
This higher consciousness only 


felt that it was"an independent spiritual 
existence, now for the first time released 
from the bondage of dwelling In a physical 
body. 
The body, in its desperate strug- 


gles, clrtohed the ear of one of the horses, 
the horsB got its bead above water, and the 
man's lead Camo up with it 
The man 


was rescued by a boat, and with extreme 
regret the higher consciousness was foreed 
to re ontor itt old dwelling place.—Chi-

Katherlno Verony is now about 25 yeara 


old. 
hhe was born of Greek"parents In 


Constantinople, where, as most people 
know, there is a largo Hellenic population, 
and more than one theutor In which fireek 
plays are given. 


The child showed dramatic talent at an 


curly uge, and before she was 13 yenrs old 
had taken juvouilo parts at some of the 
Greek theaters in Turkey. 
The stage be- 


came for hor the only thing In life worth 
caring for, and she lost no opportunity of 
studying tho methods of tho best playera 
that hi r situation allowed her to hear. 
It 


is a little known fact in the rest of Europe 
and in America that during recent years 
there 1ms been n remarkable renaissance 
of tho drama in Greece and Turkey. Sev- 
orul playwrights have produced works, 
which, though, of course, fur inferior to 
tho tragedies nnd comedies of Euripides 
and Aristophti/ios, liavo been inspired by 
those groat moduli, mid nro not unworthy 
of them 
Pcrnardnkis is the most distin- 


guished of tho modern Srook dramatists, 
and Mile. Verony hug appeared in several 
of his productions 


At prcHont Verony hag played only In 


Greece, Turkey nnd in tha Greek cities of 
Asia Minor. She Jian received offers to 
appear in tho grent cities of Europe and 
America, but has hitherto refused, prefer- 
lug, as she s.iva, to play to audiences who 
speak tho same language as herself. It is 
said, however, that it H probable that she 
has now consented to travel and give 
playgoers in Paris, London and New York 
an opportunity to judge whether Duse's 
verdict was justified. 
Of the result there 


can be little doubt It has been proved 
over nnd over again that ignorance of the 
language in whinh n play Is given doeq 
not prevent large audiences being attract- 
ed and apparently enjoying it. 
The only 


necessity is that the drama should be one 
of which the plot is well known. 


A Greek woman now visiting Now York 


who 1ms seen Verony play many times 
gave n reporter her impression of the ac- 
tress. 
"Veroiiy," 
said 
this woman, 


"charms and captivates tbo audience from 
the moment she appears by her personal 
beauty, her majestic presence, her incom- 
parable declamation and her clearand sweet 
voice, which touches the hearts of the 
oldest jilaygoers. She rivals what waa 
claimed for Huchcl in her power of making 
an audience forget they are watching a 
play nnd believe for the time that they are 
witnessing real events and emotions, 
Ve- 


rony is particularly fine in the dramas of 
the modern French school, and in the 
emotional roles created by the younger 
Damns sho is seen to perfection. " 


In her own country the actress' Imper- 


sonations suffer uu account of lack of capa- 
ble actors to support her in the minor 
characters 
The revival of the Greek 


drama U at present, with tho exception of 
herself, confined to tho writing of plays, 
and able artists to produce them are very 
hard to flnd. With a first class company 
there is notelllug how great an impression 
Verony may be able to make, and Europe 
and America will await with interest the 
debut of an artist who is declared on such 
competent authority to be the greatest in 
the world.—New Yoik Press. 


An Undertaking of Aluinflt Insurmounta- 


ble Proportions— Um Never Before Been 
Accomplished—Li Kuug; Chang:Promised 
Aid In Getting at Cliina'H Population. 


Work will soon bo begun on the new 


census of the world. It is a gigantic un- 
dertaking. 
This unparalleled labor is to 


bo one of the celebrations of the advent of 
tho twentieth century. No century before 
ours would oven have thought of attempt- 
ing anything so stupendous. 


The plan was suggested at tho biennial 


meeting of the International Statistical in- 
stitute, recently held at Bern, Switzer- 
land. 
At the instance of Dr. Guillaume, 


the director of the statistical office of tho 
federal government, a committee of dis- 
tinguished statisticians, scientists, travel- 
ers and geographers was appointed to be- 
gin the work by collecting all tbo informa- 
tion possible us to tho host method* of tak- 
ing this world census and to report to the 
institute at its meeting next year. 


The first step in thin important commit- 


tee's labor was to enlist tho Interest and 
aid of Li Hung Chang. They secured the 
promise of his influence in China. In no 
nation will the work of census taking bo 
more difficult than in China, where the 
people are as the sands of tho sea. 


Anything approximating nn accurate 


census of the population of the earth at 
the present time is without doubt an im- 
possibility. In addition to tho Polos, there 
are many spots on earth that have never 
been visited by tho explorer and others 
from which a census enumerator would 
never get away alive. 


The population of the earth Is now esti- 


mated ut 1,700,000,000. 
These figures are 


given by Professors IBehm and Wagner of 
the University of Gottingen, and their 
estimates are based upon the best informa- 
tion 
Yet both frankly acknowledge that 


they havo had to fill up many of their col- 
umns with nothing better than guesses— 
guesses founded upon the observations of 
travelers, and upon other guesses men- 
tioned in treaties given by such countries 
as China, Persia, Arabia and Turkey. 


In China, for instance, they state that 


their figures may be 300,000,000 more or 
less than the actual num ber of people. In 
Africa they may be some 50,000,000 astray, 
and in Asiatic Turkey, Persia, Slam and 
Afghanistan the figures are probably equal- 
ly uncertain, 
China, they are now as- 


sured, will take an official census, and the 
governments of Turkey, Persia, 31am and 
Afghanistan will also be asked to give as- 
sistance to the agents in making an enu- 
meruiton of their peoples. 


The accomplishment of this will require 


a large amount of diplomacy, as well as of 
money. By the beginning of the next 
century, at the present rate of exploration, 
there will hardly bo a square mile of 
Africa that will be unsafe lor a traveler 
with a small guard, and an enumeration 
can be nuido whioh, if not accurate, will 
at least be of value. By 1900 Russia will 
have pushed her two transcontinental rail- 
roads nearly through Asiatic territory, and 
tho viild regions of Tibet will be open to 
the traveler. Jn the year 1900 many keen 
and intelligent observers will be sent into 
all theae regions to make an estimate oi 
the hitherto uncounted nations. 


It is believed that a census of such mag- 


nitude can be taken on tho same da; or 
week or month, in every village or settle- 
ment in tho civilized world. An effort 
will be mado to have it taken upon one 
and the same clay if possible.—New York 
Press.

Photographer.

The expert in 
photography can identify the work of dlf 
forent camera practitioners .quite at reodl 
ly as the expert in painting Identifies 
varying personalities In that medium. In 
fact, one of the phagee by which we maj 
perceive the range of posing, selection an( 
photographic method is that tlx> photogra 
pher Inevitably hoa a style. 


Thus it happens that realism in pbotog 


raphy, as In other media, is not altogether 
a definite term. I use Che word to express 
that difference from piotorialism which ai 
once oome> Into debate in the arrangernenl 
of flotlMous backgrounds »nd ttie placing 
of living subjects. And a certain element 
of realism appears In photography whether 
we will or no — everything le approximate- 
ly In foous or it will not seem real.
